CULTURE — The  Sweet  or  Sugar  Corn  being 
liable  to  rot  in  cold  or  wet  ground  should  not 
be  planted  until  May,  or  when  the  ground  has 
become  warm  and  for  a  succession  plant  every 
two  weeks  until  the  last  week  of  July.

■  III  W  m  growl  n  during  tlie  early  part  of  the  season.  Sow  in  hot  bed  during 

March,  or  from  six  to  eight  weeks  before  they  can  be  set  out  into  open  ground  ;  when  the  plants  have 
fonr  leaves,  transplant  into  shallow  boxes,  setting  them  four  or  live  inches  apart.  Plant  in  open 
ground  soon  as  all  danger  of  frost  is  over,  about  4  feet  apart  each  way. 


The  pi  ants 
are  quite  hardy  with  rath¬ 
er  slender  open  branches 
and  moderate  growth  well 
set  with  fruits,  nearly  all 
of  which  ripen  extremely 
early  in  the  season.
